The system training which develops him 
the appreciation truth and honesty, the desire 
right, and the ability carry out his good 
intentions more important than any other. 
supply the mind man with satisfactory 
amount correct information the main purpose most 
educators; yet render his moral efficiency satisfactory 
the use any knowledge which may acquire much 
greater benefit him; also far more difficult educational 
process. 

the moral education our children there are many dif- 
ferent forces work, most them not under rational sys- 
tematic control. Therefore, where uniformity instruction 
most necessary for definite progress, have neither uni- 
formity nor The moral codes home, school, 
church, public life, special group, whether taught verbally, 
merely illustrated the conduct the various intentional and 
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unintentional teachers, all differ more less from one an- 
other, and very rarely does one them give full support 
any other. the extent which they are expressing the 
truths life, and correct standards conduct, they must 
necessarily agree. they could made codperate effect- 
ively, many the difficulties which now encounter 
the moral education our young people could removed. 

The first moral code with which the child comes contact 
that his particular home. This code varies greatly 
our country, for have here assembled almost all the races 
and religions the world. child’s early home training 
often the determining factor his whole life thereafter, yet 
much without system foresight. rarely prepares 
him well any his powers for his early school life for 
life general. 

The most potent educational force working upon the child 
the home conduct his parents. When their practical moral 
code inferior their theoretical one, usually adopts the 
former, develops some self-protective one peculiarly his 
own. Parents are more inclined show their faults their 
children than any one else. home they throw off self- 
restraint, and become natural according their respective 
imperfect natures. this stage his life, therefore, the 
child often merely hampered his natural growth, instead 
being trained systematically, should be, good habits 
conduct. 

the schoolroom the child comes contact with another 
moral code which not necessarily good one, and which 
generally does not fit well with the one has already learned. 
There are many teachers who somehow teach pupils 
honest, and put forth conscientious effort; but there are 
also many who encourage, and even teach dishonesty all 
kinds. There are schools everywhere where cheating class- 
room work either ignored, when noticed punished only 
lightly. And where there strong sentiment against it, 
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the punishments are rarely such nature that they remedy 
the evil. Under such conditions the value honesty not 
made apparent the child, for sees that the dishonest 
pupil gains definite advantages over the others his dis- 
honesty. The result that the child, during the period 
his life when receives his most permanent impressions, does 
not learn distinguish sharply between right and wrong con- 
duct, does not develop preferences for truthfulness and hon- 
esty strong enough control his actions. 

Many intelligent educators are doing all their power 
the present time correct some the most serious weak- 
nesses our young people. However, apply any general 
system moral education successfully, must have the full 
support public opinion, and also honest teachers—two essen- 
tials very often lacking. Good plans for the improvement 
humanity are very easily formed. The literary creators 
ideal commonwealths, however, have most cases assumed 
that their theories for man’s improvement could carried 
out exactly. can make such assumption our plans 
for the future glory our country. Our progress the 
higher human qualities contested and obstructed every 
side. often hear said that truth will always vindicate 
that the divine spirit man able triumph over 
all human weaknesses. There possibility, however, that 
before give ourselves real opportunity, shall destroy 
ourselves gradually from within other races have done, 
because are not willing assimilate truth enough main- 
tain our spiritual growth nation. 

The age which child receives his first religious instruc- 
tion varies considerably, but when does receive it, comes 
under the influence another moral code—a new one him, 
and one that many cases does not fit well with either 
his preceding ones. Even his parents are members the 
church which receives his instruction, the above state- 
ment still true. Human beings are all more less incon- 
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sistent, and much their religion mere theory church 
emotion which does not influence their everyday conduct 
their homes. 

The child soon learns that the ideals life which his church 
teaches are not intended for practical use—no one really prac- 
tices them now. Thus time when strong religious emo- 
tion should developed him favor truthfulness and 
honest effort and human welfare, made feel the lack 
co-ordination between religion and good conduct. How can 
child under such conditions learn respect for the truths 
life? 

When our most intelligent young people reach high school 
age, and begin read more widely, they become acquainted 
with public life—its political methods, its labor unionism, its 
partisan propaganda, and its other similar influences, all 
which have great extent for their moral code—“win 
any cost, give little others, and take much for your 
own you can.” Here they learn from another group whose 
instruction very consistent that the value truth and 
honesty and good purposes subordinate political and 
financial success life. 

There seems quite general belief that the cheating 
students classroom work high schools and colleges 
the increase. also seems almost impossible for two 
athletic teams play game without considerable amount 
intentional unfair playing. But why should expect 
our children honest the classroom, and their ath- 
games, when the parents many them would never 
think giving fair play business political rival, and 
also when dishonest political methods are successful almost 
everywhere our country? 

There are many devoted church people here who believe that 
what need most correct the many evils our present 
civilization greater religious enthusiasm. They resent talk 
about moral training, about natural laws governing the de- 
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velopment life. They have but little scientific knowledge, 
have never studied carefully the evolutionary theory, yet they 
pass judgment upon evolution, and condemn it. They believe 
that exalted emotion favor certain their inspired 
doctrines all the halting, deadening evils our civilization 
can swept away—the actual accomplishment all the 
petty details life which retard progress being brought about 
the power religious fervor. They are delaying the spread 
truth and holding back humanity. our race whole 
cannot grasp the new truths, cannot qualify for entrance 
into the higher civilization. our present difficulties, sci- 
entific knowledge cannot have full opportunity for helping 
man correct his many weaknesses, the world may soon have 
endure another long delay its progress—another dark 
age, darker and deadlier than the well-known one the past. 

There also rational religious class devoted the im- 
provement man, who search for truth with undying perse- 
verance and faith. They believe that man should devote his 
best energies solving the problems present every-day life, 
that will grow proportion comprehends and obeys 
the truths his nature. They believe that the creation 
life endless process, ever working forward through many 
difficulties, that man his higher social and intellectual life 
mainly evolving himself, that there are many important 
details this self-evolution, none which must overlook 
lest weakness some part halt him his progress. 

Our public attitude represented our government, our 
school and college systems, our churches, our special groups, 
must teach the same truths conduct consistently, are 
succeed giving our nation secure moral basis for 
great future. The function these educational forces when 
they are doing their work properly general the same— 
the improvement humanity whole. Weakness and dis- 
honesty and criminal tendencies man cannot cured 
elaborate law-making and weak enforcement law, nor 
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scholarship, nor religious emotionalism which does not 
take into consideration the mechanism human growth, nor 
group leveling which discourages the superior development 
the more intelligent individuals. 

have wrought such wonders science, medicine, 
surgery, that even many our intelligent people believe that 
can almost anything with the human being, and conse- 
quently they have fear race deterioration; they cannot 
even made think seriously about it. They believe that 
case need, quite easily shall able restore any 
our lost race vigor. They not understand that race 
vigor not merely physical quality, but intrinsically the 
collective moral force the individuals composing the race, 
and that good inheritance this quality most beneficent 
factor. man all qualities the higher order are dependant 
upon self-discipline, and therefore cannot given him 
from without. What has can merely improved train- 
ing, the success which varies, therefore, with the capacity 
the individual. outside educational influence can com- 
pensate for lack natural ability. 

humanity continue improve, each generation must 
superior the preceding one all the most valuable 
human qualities. the present generation, therefore, 
must regard the achievement success fulfilling this re- 
quirement our highest and most necessary religious duty. 
this shall have bring all our best character- 
building forces into proper co-ordination, and addition 
shall have develop some effective protection for our children 
against the many false theories life which the delayers 
human progress are ever spreading over the world. If, 
increase our knowledge the truth man, not 
develop successful method discarding the falsehoods 
the past which hamper our spiritual growth, then indeed 
may regard idle dreams all our hopeful visions purer 
and nobler future humanity for our country.

correct the mistakes have made nation, must 
know accurately possible the truth about them, and the 
conditions which caused them. False history one group 
taught another group destructive the best interests 
both. The truth both sides question does not contra- 
dict itself. There only one set truths about the coal 
situation, about the red propaganda, about the Klux 
Klan, and this each case can discovered investigate 
the right manner, and can taught the country large. 
However, yet have not developed any satisfactory method 
doing this, nor have developed sufficiently our people 
sense truth desire for the truth make success 
this all certain. 

The destructive after-effects the World War might have 
been greatly diminished, and the danger another such war 
might almost have been removed, the members the 
World Congress, addition arranging the terms peace, 
had worked out the true history the war, had affixed their 
national signatures it, and had required that taught 
every school and college every country represented there. 
Thus they could have started world-wide education against 
war, which would have been more effective accomplishing 
the purpose ending war than anything hitherto planned. 
However, instead the truth the war which the world 
might have had, now has propaganda everywhere every 
kind untruth mingled with little truth make plausible. 

The dissemination exact truth, whether historical, reli- 
gious, scientific, has been the most potent factor unify- 
ing humanity. Through only can man’s highest ideals 
individual and national conduct universalized. Since there 
only one truth thing and many untruths it, all vio- 
lent disagreements must necessarily based upon falsehood. 
long the present indifferent attitude the world toward 
truthfulness and honesty and fair dealing persists, not 
likely that war will decrease. 
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Man does not necessarily develop through the attainment 
scholarship good emotions and good purposes. well 
equipped for overcoming the difficulties life must have 
ability acquiring knowledge and reproducing it. must 
also have constructive creative power; that is, the appli- 
cation the general principles which learns, must 
able produce special work revealing his own peculiar per- 
sonality. The higher powers—those which determine conduct 
—are much greater value, for upon them the successful 
functioning the others depend. must able dis- 
tinguish clearly between good conduct and bad conduct; 
must desire follow the good, and must succeed generally 
following it. These self-disciplinary powers man cannot 
increased the same methods are used developing 
the others. The most valuable training our young people can 
receive from any source whatsoever that which will enable 
them make beneficial use the broadest sense the 
knowledge they may acquire. 

considerable number agitators our country are find- 
ing fault with the American history which now being taught 
our public schools. Some object it, because does not 
show sufficient animosity against the people who share our 
Anglo-Saxon ideals, others because does not glorify suffi- 
ciently the founders our democracy. general they seem 
but little interested the most essential quality 
history—its truthfulness. The whole effort our modern 
scientific historians has been learn the truth accurately 
possible, and tell this truth. are benefit 
the mistakes our ancestors, and our own mistakes, 
can only knowing the truth about them. 

The nation that blinds itself its own errors cannot elim- 
inate them from its constructive policies for future improve- 
ment. the building our national life which are 
constructing entirely out our past experiences both recent 
and remote, must use little defective material possible. 
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seem holding entirely too much the past 
which have ourselves actually tested, and have found harm- 
ful us. keep repeating the mistakes that our ances- 
tors made. This weakness ours due poor methods 
general education which not emphasize the value 
truth sufficiently. learn from our errors that should 
not have made them, show least some laudable intelli- 
gence, but addition learning this succeed somehow 
doing the right thing instead making those same errors 
again, can regard ourselves truly rational self-discip- 
lined human beings. 

There much agitation nowadays over the truth the 
Biblical writings. More than anything else for the future 
good our race, need truth all the details our social 
life. need tell the truth, act the truth, live for the 
truth man, rather than expend our emotional energy 
agonizing efforts decide between the absolute and rela- 
tive truth the Bible. 

Our present-day standard, upon which almost all estimates 
success for the individual are based, the amount 
money that the individual man manages get for income. 
does not matter much whether earns honest, full- 
measured work not. The thing first importance that 
large. Moral qualities working for material ends, such 
initiative finding business opportunities, honesty 
money matters, sense duty one’s firm group, commer- 
cial foresight, strength purpose carrying out difficult 
schemes, are regarded highly valuable; because the one who 
possesses them can attain positions control the great 
industries, and thus accumulate wealth rapidly. This public 
attitude toward success one the most influential moral 
educational forces working upon our young people. Although 
encourages strenuous living, its effect upon character often 
bad, because valuates the moral qualities mainly their 
reference success material things. 
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The healthy moral growth our people being seriously 
hampered also another set forces which enter all spheres 
life, and which are very potent their educational influ- 
ence—namely, the labor groups and the various fraternal or- 
ders. Many members our labor groups seem believe that 
they act group, they place their conduct outside the 
moral law, and that their only obligation loyalty 
members their own group. Another serious fault theirs 
that they generally allow their least trustworthy members 
set their moral pace, and their slowest members set their 
working pace. 

One the reasons why certain people are eager be- 
come leaders their fraternal orders that such position 
often obviates the need honest competition their part 
with rivals outside their group. The advantage the 
group these that thus they are enabled win com- 
petitive life without the moral effort necessary for achieve- 
ment. They substitute group support for superior individual 
ability. This often enables the unprincipled schemer be- 
come influential political power, and thus very efficient 
teacher dishonesty wide circle receptive pupils. 

fraternal order succeeds keeping out its group 
those who enter only for the purpose exploiting for 
their individual benefit. All groups, like all humanity, consist 
large percentage persons who are willing and eager 
led. Therefore, although theory the members stand 
together help one another, practice very often they stand 
together support one their number his efforts gain 
power for himself outside their group. Practically all 
our professional politicians use the fraternal orders this 
manner. 

The multiplicity sub-groups doing harm. They are 
diverting man’s group patriotism, which should given 
his country and humanity large, into many different 
channels, and thus degrading lower potential. They 
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dissipate and squander man’s energy doing work under 
many heads which could better done under one head. They 
increase the complexity our system life unnecessarily, 
and retard progress causing internal friction. ideal 
democracy there can only one true brotherhood—the broth- 
erhood intelligent, self-disciplined, honest citizens. 

large percentage our young people, have here at- 
tempted explain, are under the educational influence 
least five different moral codes which, because their lack 
co-ordination, fail great extent accomplishing their 
respective purposes. Truly seems that they serve 
obstruct and divert, rather than support the efforts our 
young people comprehend the moral truths life. Where 
can begin improve, reconstruct? Our difficulties 
co-ordination are increasing rather than diminishing. The 
true progress nation depends upon the moral qualities 
its people individually, matter what its achievements 
the material world may be, what ambitions for its future 
greatness its idealistic thinkers may have. democracy must 
keep the level its majority, and must determine its 
whole complex educational forces what that level shall be.

The German leaders have been hurry and have perhaps 
not known how create real values. Paper money was easy 
produce and the people have been given merely those 
symbols. Geography teachers, too, have found quicker and 
easier use maps than create mental images realities. 
The results are disastrous both cases. 

Thanks the movies, the words “New York City” most 
western people now bring picture its skyline crowded 
traffic. “France” since the war something real. may 
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the word calls only the useless silk handkerchief that 
brother sent home, and the vague emotional hold-over from 
the excitement war days. But, children and those enter- 
ing the teaching profession today, there real back the 
words York” and “France.” 

hundred years ago the teaching symbols reading was 
about the stage that map work geography now. The 
children looked the crooked black marks, the print, and 
made the appropriate noises. The ten-year-old “read” orally: 


“But why may not Columbia’s soil 
Rear men great Britain’s isle; 
Exceed what Greece and Rome have done, 
any land beneath the sun?” 


But certainly was not true, though his voice said was, 
that 


“These thoughts inspire youthful mind 
the greatest mankind; 
Great, not like Cesar, stain’d with blood, 
But only great good.” 


This boy merely looked the printed symbols and gave the 
oral ones. just the same, today, when child names the 
countries Asia from map points two portions 
the globe and says, portions receive the oblique rays 
the sun.” That has real back his words the 
latter case shown the pitifully large number any 
school who, when asked locate the sun noon here 
home, will point straight up. They have been given symbols 
for which their minds not contain the reals. 

the days gone the child looked from the printed 
symbols his reader and asked the master, “What i-n- 
s-p-i-r-e?” And the teacher gave him another symbol, the 
oral word, and, forthwith, “knew” inspire! The master 
felt had taught “inspire.” But had not, for the experi- 
ence inspiration had not been given the child. 
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all admit psychological axiom that symbol can 
create, the mind, its real. can only call that real, 
provided has previously existed consciousness and there 
been tied its symbol. 

Yet deny this axiom daily geography classes. The 
world whole “taught” showing globe; the child’s 
first association with “torrid zone” with the shaded circle 
the geography page; and told “turn Asia and 
locate Teachers are too much hurry. get 
the image the real into pupils’ minds takes time and thought 
while the symbol right there the geography book, easy 
use. 

Usually, too, the teachers themselves, through little fault 
their own, have only the symbols their own minds.

colored square. Sometimes they and the pupils have 
mental picture the stormy coast and the cattle ranges 
but the symbol was given them their first association with 
the name, and the connection between those two what has 
been drilled upon, all that used when Cape Horn 
Wyoming mentioned. 

The lower grade and early intermediate studies types 
geographic conditions and human life give pupils 
fair experience with the smaller reals geography. Those 
who have joyously worked out problems and projects these 
studies have clear images these smaller units. The trouble 
here lack connection between the real and its symbol. 

Before any maps are permitted, pupils should they 
early reading lessons. The teacher there, having first 
assured herself the pupils image real hen and know how 
wheat looks, gets the printed symbol firmly associated with 
that real. One common device lead the pupils many 
times and many ways “match” the printed word with 
the picture. Geography teachers and pupils can get from 
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advertisements, old geographies and magazines, hundreds 
scenes. The geographical locations can slips for match- 
ing and also the back the pictures key help pupils 
with those not yet known. Children enjoy gathering, fixing, 
matching, classifying and having games and contests with 
these. Such work with pictures also clarifies and deepens 
their mental images. much such work preceded any use 
maps, time would saved the end. the name “In- 
diana” had been associated the minds Tom and Huck 
with pictures much like their own Missouri farms and villages 
its later appearance pink oblong would not have been 
disastrous their concept.

instead map globe they must sure their own con- 
cepts and uses directions are clear and correct. Directions 
and locations are very fundamental geography. Yet have 
found teachers who did not know the directions even their 
own town school room. They say, “Oh, got turned around 
the train coming here and the directions are all wrong 
me.” Why they not say, “My face and hands became 
soiled the train coming here that have been dark ever 
since!” 

One teacher’s first duties know the correct direc- 
tions where she teaching. They may seem wrong her 
for time, but persistent pushing out mind the wrong 
seeming and the repeated substitution the correct directions, 
with little self drill thinking which way back home, and 
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college, and her visiting places are, will soon make the. right 
seem right well so. 

She must sure, too, she does not think the sun sets 
the west December and June, but can point any hour 
any day. Pointing may not polite society but 
essential device for orienting children student teachers 
relation the rest the world. 

After the pupils are sure the sun and directions, the 
teacher should assure herself they can point the principal’s 
office, the first grade room, etc., and then their own homes, 
the post office, the mill-pond, nearby villages and the nearest 
large shopping center. Autos today make children acquainted 
with more towns and natural features, this easy. Drill 
should fix these mind until pupils tend nod make 
gesture toward any place mentioned. Later, places often 
spoken of, Duluth, California, New York and the Pacific 
Ocean, should become definite locations directions. The 
student teacher should become habituated thinking real 
directions that her nod that way, when place mentioned, 
will help her pupils their growing concept.

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and down the other side the earth west goes exactly the 
opposite way from what does here. may the “East 
the East and the West the West, And never the twain 
shall meet,” but stick our local meaning “west,” 
then east west and west east, the other side the 
earth, just truly their “down” our “up” and our 
“down” their “up.” 

Moreover, one should follow the great circles the earth 
which west-pointing finger Minnesota the beginning, 
one would through San Francisco, Honolulu, Australia and 
come back home way the Gulf Guinea. These places 
are neither west nor east Minnesota. have recited 
glibly that “the axis the earth inclined twenty-three 
and one-half degrees.” But when leave the pasteboard 
globe and begin think the real earth, evidently not 
believe it. did, our pointing west would circle 
that the opposite side the earth much “north” 
straight down. 

The easiest way get one’s wrong concepts right, but not 
the way first give right ones children, get hand 
globe. Turn this the axis points the North Star and 
rotate until one’s home, Minnesota, top. The earth 
under our feet, wherever are, this right for all 
places. Remember that “down” really means toward the cen- 
ter the earth. Apples around Australia fall “down” 
the ground truly here, though they fall almost the 
opposite direction. When you have the globe held the axis 
points the North Star and your home state top, point 
pencil down through your home and the center the earth 
and see where would come out the other side. That 
what really “under” and for most the United States 
the Indian Ocean. Again, from your home trace west along 
the parallel, 45° for St. Paul, Minn., clear around the earth 
and find that the plane the circle tipped. point 
our latitude, then, China must point much north 
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down. Cape Horn south and down, while the Cape Good 
Hope down but very, very little south straight “east,” 
though way down the southern hemisphere. The north 
pole down, not far, while the south pole way down, but not 
far the Indian Ocean. Some day schools will have trans- 
parent globes down through which upper grade pupils can 
look and easily learn real directions. map Asia drawn 
the north half the schoolroom floor with Japan the 
left side and Arabia the right, will help older pupils 
correct the wrong pictures with which they are already af- 
flicted. all whose minds already contain the old map asso- 
ciations the getting the real locations hard. But when 
given first, the concept the earth itself, big though be, 
not hard even does take time. 

Succeeding lessons will make clear that all “this big ball 
turning over this way” (pointing east) “all the time” and 
how “by supper time our floors will think France’s 
are now; and tonight, you should get midnight, your 
head will point the direction that now seems down,” 
etc., etc. Then the “queerness” those other folks begins 
disappear and there comes feeling fellowship because 
all live this same big old world and treats all 
alike. And what “up” isn’t all. “down” 
others and ourselves twelve hours later. were 
wrong and must the real truth—in this case, that “up” 
means away from the earth’s surface “toward the sky.” 
The realization that what truth not always the 
real truth, good antidote for national race bigotry. 
surely good foundation for world fellowship, the ultimate 
aim all geography teaching. 

After having lived this real round world, mentally, for 
long enough time, varying with their ages, the pupils are 
ready begin the concept that we, the whole world and 
all its people, are moving forward, into space toward the 
They can see that Orion, that saw ahead 
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the eastern sky last fall, now over head every evening, 
and Easter shall way past shall have look 
behind into the west see it. Thus pupils begin, with the 
real, not symbol, sense the solar system. Even they 
should not, but they easily can, “understand and explain” 
well when “solar system” meant the picture ellipse 
with balls it, not even the vague concept that the ground 
which they stand moving around and through space, 
the feeling really riding this immense ball hung space 
and really moving past stars—infinitely bigger and better 
and worth struggling get?

spelling taught the high school? 
Let students who have successfully completed 
course answer the question. They are posi- 
tion know. Their statements constitute the 
bulk this article. The papers from which 
their expressions are quoted were written the 
close year which concerted plan, arrang- 


ing for the active co-operation every student 
and every teacher, was used high school approximately 
six hundred members. Spelling was taught “Home Rooms” 
two fifteen-minute periods per week. test was given once 
month for the double purpose determining progress and 
assisting planning new work. The last test the year 
consisted sentences containing fifty words studied during 
the month previous, and forty words written col- 
umn, these forty also from the month’s assignment. The 
column arrangement was used chiefly for the purpose 
gaining time for the writing composition 
choice any one the following subjects: 

The Importance Correct Spelling. Should Spell- 
ing Taught the High School? Why Like Spelling. 
Why Dislike Spelling. 

Only twelve persons chose write “Why Dislike spell- 
ing.” With the appearance part one these composi- 
tions suggest something their nature, this small percent- 
age the total number will make way for the expressions 
the great majority students. One the twelve writes: 


The main reason why dislike spelling due the fact that 
poor speller. have habit leaving out letter two 
when pronouncing word. When write the same word misspell 
it. ashamed the failing than any have. 
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Sixty-five persons chose for their subject, “Why Like 
Spelling.” Two hundred eight wrote “The Importance 
Correct Spelling.” Two hundred ninety-eight students wrote 
“Should Spelling Taught High School?” this 
number all but seven argued pointedly favor special 
instruction. 

attempt made here reproduce more than small 
percentage the arguments written, but since the testimony 
students always makes its appeal sympathetic and pro- 
gressive teachers, number points, together with some 
typical statements, are published below. rule, each stu- 
dent made several points. suggest the number students 
agreeing upon any particular point, may said that 
enty students the highest quartile the school, far 
rank spelling concerned, made the point that business 
requires correct spelling. count was made the number 
pupils the remaining three-fourths the school who 
made the same point. believed that more persons made 
mention this than any other point, though the two closely 
related reasons that follow this article were almost 
strongly supported. Not every reader will agree with all 
the statements quoted. are successful business and 
professional men whose lives give the lie the second clause 
the following statement, written Sophomore:

This measure has been adopted keep the 
Army well informed all the latest develop- 
ments modern life and procure thorough technical train- 
ing for certain officers who will turn act teachers the 
military personnel. the eighteenth century wars may have 
been fought professional soldiers whose interests and pro- 
fession were remote from the economic and scientific 
conditions their age. But not the twentieth cen- 
tury. War complicated affair, demanding the most ef- 
fective use all the nation’s resources and bringing onto the 
field battle, not only the sabre and musket, but innumerable 
pieces extremely technical apparatus. necessary for 
proper planning and preparing and organization national 
defense that some those who follow the profession arms 
should constantly touch with the very peak achieve- 
ment those items that will later value campaign. 
That the reason for the measure. 

late has not been possible, account shortage 
appropriations, detail many two per cent each year; 
but some have been detailed and much good has been accom- 
plished. list forty-two Regular Army officers this 
duty during the past academic year reveals the following facts. 
The grades represented run from second lieutenant major. 
Twenty-six the forty-two have already completed purely 
military training the Special Service Schools their re- 
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spective branches the service, e., the Infantry School, the 
Cavalry School, the Army Medical School, the Coast Artillery 
School, etc. Twenty-one are West Pointers; and eleven already 
hold degrees from various civilian colleges, before entering 
upon this detail.

Officers from the 
Signal Corps, the Air Service, the Field Artillery, and the 
Cavalry are the Sheffield Scientific School Yale. 
there are students who hold commissions the Engi- 
neer Corps, the Coast Artillery Corps, the Signal Corps, the 
Artillery, and the Infantry. Johns Hopkins Major 
the Medical Corps who already has from Cincinnati 
and graduate the Army Medical School, with post- 
graduate course his credit there, too. Columbia there 
Coast Artilleryman studying electrical engineering, prepara- 
tory teaching radio Fortress Monroe, the Coast Ar- 
tillery School. Columbia there are also three Infantrymen, 
graduates the Infantry School and West Point, taking 
advanced work English, History, and Modern Languages 
fit them for duty instructors the Military Academy. And 
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thus the khaki uniform and leather puttee mingle with aca- 
demic cap and gown. 

The Massachusetts Institute Technology gets very large 
proportion and has made very special provisions for taking 
care both Army and Navy officers.

Special rooms are set aside for advanced work stu- 
dents from the services, which civilians not have access. 
The head the Mechanical Engineering Department, Profes- 
sor Edward Miller, who also Colonel the Ordnance 
Reserve has done everything possible assist the matter 
and feels that the combination very successful. The Army 
Ordnance Course covers Chemistry, Explosives, Heat Engi- 
neering, Electrical Engineering, Machine Tool Work, Power, 
Mathematics, Gas Engines, and the Theory Elasticity. Then 
there course Ordnance Design, dealing with Ballistics, 
Mechanisms, Structures, Dynamics, Bomb Sights, Aircraft 
Armament, Heat, Metallurgy, and Mathematics, and leading 
the degree Master Science. 

the Sheffield Scientific School Yale University, there 
regularly established one-year course Communication 
Engineering, leading the degree Master Science. This 
work preceded two months’ preliminary training the 
theory alternating currents; and the lectures and the labora- 
tory work which fix the facts the mind during the school 
year are supplemented addresses given practicing engi- 
neers.

School Betterment Program 


for school betterment vital ne- 
cessity, for those who know what they are 

aiming, and they accomplish more quickly and 

with less effort, even plans must revised and 
adapted, than those who not plan systemat- 
ically. 
The successful city district superintendent 
must not only plan with educational foresight 
keep his schools abreast the times, but ever the alert 
for all progressive ideas. Had not done this minor 
position, would not have been chosen for the higher one. 
The superintendent the smaller locality, the supervising 
principal and even the teacher the one-room school has just 
vital duty perform for those his charge. 

All must first know the standards aimed for, see his 
problem with all its phases the large, and then plan the 
remedial work necessary bring his school the standard. 

Since the mental condition normal child large 
degree depends his physical condition, common sense indi- 
cates that improving the child physically should the first 
step the program. Your State probably prescribes that 
yearly physical examination given all pupils physician, 
perhaps employed part time only. well find out 
from your State Department Education how thorough and 
intensive the examinations should and let known 
the physician, kindly way, that you expect them 
lived to. there regular physician appointed for 
the work, find out from your State authorities what may 
done under the circumstances and what help they will give. 

Supposing the physician has faithfully made his examina- 
tions and reports, what shall our next step? you havea 
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school nurse, she does the follow-up work, sending home the 
telling the defects needing attention; visits parents 
who have ignored the cards, arranging for clinical work where 
checks weight and nutrition and various other 
duties. But suppose there school nurse—again write 
your State authorities find out what aid they give. Some- 
times localities obtain the services State nurse for short 
time needed and often joint salary paid nurse 
number small places. you can accomplish none 
these ways, find out there has been Red Cross Society 
the place.

Having improved the physical condition, the next logical 
step ascertain the mental condition pupils and fit in- 
struction their mental capacity. there delay the 
physical examination, may that you can best attack the 
problem from this angle first, showing the quality work and 
tracing back physical causes. Group intelligence tests 
should first given sort your pupils according mentality, 
into groups bright exceptional, normal, slow and those 
below standard. All falling below standard should given 
the Binet Simon test qualified person, determine their 
intelligence quotient find this, their mental age 
shown the test divided their chronological age. The 
State should send qualified examiner asked so. 
pupil should termed sub-normal until all physical defects 
possible have been remedied and the effect the mentality 
noted. While the wise person will use these facts grouping, 
publicity should given them. Such pupils have low 
should given much hand work and placed special 
class possible. this cannot done, least make their 
life happy possible fitting instruction their ability. 
All should given standardized tests measure their ability 
school subjects. Reading, arithmetic, spelling and writing, 
being school subjects, make knowledge each pupil’s accu- 
racy and speed essential for grading. Within the last ten years, 
yes, five years, the methods teaching have improved and 
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changed their aim that those charge should make sure that 
teachers are using the new methods and then use the 
standardized tests, measure see they are getting the 
required results. All know that the variability teachers ac- 
cording their standards judgment has been repeatedly 
proven. Standardized tests are therefore absolute neces- 
sity, not only grading pupils and measuring their progress 
stated intervals but determine from time time their exact 
knowledge the subject, where they are weak and need indi- 
vidual attention and special drill. course summer school 
will best prepare one give these tests there super- 
visor it, but that impossible and one strictly accu- 
rate and will study and practice giving the tests, much may 
done with them alone. 

Knowing their mental ability and subject achievement, pu- 
pils can more readily placed their proper grade. large 
school systems, beside the sub-normal classes, three different 
sections grade are often made accommodate the slow, 
normal and exceptional child. This saves the slower ones 
from that deadly curse, discouragement, and makes possible 
gradual and sounder development. Experience has shown that 
the race not always won the swift and many our most 
successful men have been classed dullards school. Give 
the slow child his chance! The bright ones shorten their time 
school covering more than the regular course the year 
enrich their course with extra material. Such courses 
should arranged that certain times, the pupil’s work 
justifies it, may change from one course the other.

Have hand the many available proven statistics 
prove the actual saving them supervision, tests, im- 
proved health, etc. Make them see not the amount 
money expended that counts but the value received. accu- 
rate yard stick—educational measurements, which has meas- 
ured many schools, the only thing that can accurately and 
without bias gauge the value received. nation’s strength 
measured its man power and prosperity, the improved 
physical condition and increased mental efficiency the pupils 
its schools, the betterment program will guarantee large re- 
turns. showing community you have done your part 
bringing the school standard, you should natural 
result have brought about desire for better housing facilities 
for the school.

children. The Porto Rico boys averaged about one inch less 
height and the girls from one-half one inch less height than 
the American boys and girls the same ages. Comparison weight 
showed Porto Rican children from five eight pounds lighter than 
the Americans. Comparing the statistics for different communities 
Porto Rico itself, was found that the children districts where 
higher standard living conditions prevailed were taller and heav- 
ier than the average; where living standards were low, the opposite 
was true. one the districts where average weights and heights 
were low, was found that per cent the people had hookworm. 
Throughout Porto Rico the people were found have badly re- 
stricted diet, many the poor families living almost entirely 
black, unsweetened coffee and few tubers. some districts virtu- 
ally every person suffered from anemia, and the death rate from this 
disease, negligible the United States, was per 100,000 popula- 
tion, while the death rate from “rickets” (in reality malnutrition) 
was 103.9, compared with 0.6 for the United States. Physical exam- 
inations 7,681 school children showed that 6,599 them needed 
treatment. The Children’s Bureau survey also showed high rate 
infant mortality, 162 out every 1,000 babies died during the 
first year life, compared with for the United States. Child 
welfare activities initiated the Children’s Bureau during its sur- 
vey there have continued grow under the stimulus Porto Rican 
authorities. Grace Abbott, Chief the Bureau, adds: “The Chil- 
dren’s Bureau has never undertaken any piece work which the 
co-operation was more genuine and desire for improvement greater 
than Porto Rico.”
